County Chief Marc Bashoor Briefs 
Council on Fire Coverage Plans 


In response to a December 
2012 media report on the pos- 
sible removal of the county- 
employed, paid career firefighters 
from the Branchville Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad, Inc. (BVFD&RS), the 
City of Greenbelt and neighbor- 
ing municipalities sent letters 
of concern to County Executive 
Rushern Baker. They were wor- 
ried about the possible reduction 
of day-time coverage for West 
Greenbelt (Franklin Park and 
Beltway Plaza) and North Col- 
lege Park (News Review, January 
10). 

At the February 11 meeting of 
Greenbelt City Council, Prince 
George’s County Fire Chief Marc 
S. Bashoor provided a briefing 
on the County Fire Department’s 
redeployment plan, providing as- 
surance to the councilmembers 
that the proposed redeployment

would not jeopardize fire and 
rescue service for Greenbelt. 

Bashoor used an overlay map 
to show graphically that nine fire 
companies can get to Greenbelt 
within the expected National Fire 
Protection Association (NFPA) 
standard of seven minutes. 

The map provided by Bashoor 
shows an outline of City of 
Greenbelt boundaries and the 
nine stations having Greenbelt in 
their call-for-service area. While 
the Branchville station may not 
be able to be first responder for 
West Greenbelt, the other eight 
stations, in turn, would be able to 
assume that first responder role. 

First Responder 

It appears likely that the Ber- 
wyn Heights station could be that 
first responder if the Branchville 
station lacked fire or rescue ser- 
vice during daytime hours. The 
next likely responder would be 


the Greenbelt station located in 
old Greenbelt on Crescent Road. 

Two other stations within the 
seven-minute range include the 
downtown College Park station 
and the West Lanham Hills sta- 
tion, which has first call cover- 
age for parts of East Greenbelt. 
According to the map staffing 
legend, all four of those back-up 
stations for Branchville will con- 
tinue to have career firefighters 
and fire equipment capabilities 
during daytime hours. 

Three additional stations lie 
within the seven-minute range, 
with just one of them (River- 
dale Park, on Rt. 410 between 
Kenilworth Ave. and the B-W 
Parkway) currently having career 
firefighters on duty during the 
day. Two others are all-volunteer 
stations, one further east on Rt.

Council Supports Extending 
Hydraulic Fracking Moratorium 


Some 40 people filled the 
Greenbelt City Council chambers 
on the night of Monday, Febru- 
ary 25 to seek council’s support 
for two bills that have been in- 
troduced in the state legislature 
to extend the moratorium on 
hydraulic fracturing (“fracking”) 
for shale gas in Maryland. Later 
in the meeting, council considered 
several other state bills for sup- 
port or opposition. 

Fracking 

Jennifer Robinson acted as 
spokesperson for the contingent 
of residents, many of whom were 
wearing red stickers printed with 
“No Studies, No Fracking.” She 
said the audience included mem- 
bers of the Chesapeake Climate 
Action Network, Greenbelt Cli- 
mate Action Network (GCAN) 
and a group concerned with the 
local watershed, among others. 
They were present to ask council 
to send a letter to the Maryland 
District 22 delegation requesting 
a moratorium on fracking for 
natural gas until the environmen- 
tal impact of the procedure and 
the toxic chemicals used in it are 
thoroughly studied. 

The two bills, House Bill 1274 
and Senate Bill 0601, are col- 
lectively known as the Maryland 
Hydraulic Fracturing Moratortum 
and Right to Know Act of 2013 
and were sponsored by Senator 
Paul Pinsky and Delegate Anne 
Healey. If the bills pass, the state 
will be forbidden to issue drilling 
permits for fracking of natural gas 
until studies are completed.

The completion of 14 impact 
studies outlined in the Governor’s 
Executive Order of 2011 would 
be required before the bill could 
be subject to a repeal vote. Gov- 
ernor O’Malley’s executive order 
created a moratorium pending 
studies but once his term ends 
this order could be lost. 

Robinson asked council to 
suspend their rules and act on the 
issue that evening so that grass 
roots support could be shown as 
the bills move through the legis- 
lative process. Hearings on the 
legislation had been scheduled 
for February 26 and March 8. 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts made a motion, which was 
passed unanimously, to accom- 
modate the group’s request. 

Legislation Considered 

As council reached its agen- 
da item on state legislation, the 
fracking moratorium bills were 
discussed first. Mayor Judith 
Davis said the National League 
of Cities Energy, Environment 
and Natural Resources Steering 
Committee had recently discussed 
this issue and that the discussion 
was heated and the vote narrow, 
with representatives from western 
states wanting to move ahead 
with the fracking process. 

She anticipated a similar ex- 
perience in the state legislature, 
she said, with western Maryland 
counties also wanting to begin 
fracking for natural gas in the 
state as a means to improve their 
economies. 

Lore Rosenthal, another mora- 


torlum group member, addressing 
council, said they are sensitive to 
the needs of people in western 
Maryland and were supporting

Black Aesthetics Is Focus 
Of Erskine-Meusa’s Work

Over the doorway of 
Denise Erskine-Meusa’s 
kitchen hangs a sign that 
reads, “Colored Only.” 
The Franklin Park resi- 
dent says it 1s a remind- 
er of where black people 
have been. Although 
the Jim Crow laws that 
enforced a segregated 
America are dead, Ers- 
kine-Meusa says racism 
is still very much alive. 

Before moving to 
Greenbelt in 2008, Er- 
skine-Meusa, a former 
fashion model, attended 
Brooklyn College on full 
scholarship and graduated with a 
bachelor’s degree in mass com- 
munications. With her creden- 
tials, Erskine-Meusa would get 
interviews for writing jobs but 
she said once she arrived and the 
interviewer determined she was 
neither Italian, as Denise some- 
times denotes, or Scottish, which 
Erskine may conjure, she was 
told she was overqualified. 

“Racism is a system of op- 
pression that took 400 to 500 
years to build,” said the native 
of Guyana. “It hasn’t changed 
even though we have a black 
president. It is not going away 
in four to five years.”

While in New York, Erskine- 
Meusa earned a master’s degree 
in mass communication and film 
making at The New School for 
Social Research. She grew wea- 
ry of media stereotypes of black 
males as drug dealers and gang- 
sters and black women as mam- 
mies, welfare mothers or jezeb- 
els, so she established the Black 
Aesthetics Institute, a 501(c)(3) 
non-profit youth development, 
creative arts and film production 
company. The Institute seeks to 
counter these negative images 
and to make a difference in how

Imani Meusa Is Studying 
Contributions of Blacks

Twelve-year-old Imani Meusa 
thinks Black History Month is 
important “because people forget 
the basics of where we come 
from.” At Greenbelt Middle 
School where she is a 7th grader, 
Meusa says students are there to 
learn. 

Meusa believes that Black 
History Month is an opportunity 
to absorb new information. 

“T think it’s a month for peo- 
ple to celebrate leaders and do 
skits and plays about black his- 
tory. We can do projects and 
essays.” 

For National History Day, 
which is not an actual day but 
an event devoted to honoring his- 
tory, Meusa said she is studying 
how Martin Luther King, Jr.’s 
death affected other people. 


In addition to history, Meusa 
is learning how to overcome shy- 
ness and speak in public in her 
debate enrichment class. Cur- 
rently she is debating the virtues 
of students using cell phones in 
the classroom. Meusa said such 
use could boost productivity. 
Instead of waiting to use comput- 
ers, students could simply access 
their phones. 

In English class Meusa en- 
joys studying the similarities and 
differences in Charles Dickens’ 
Great Expectations and the Diary 
of Anne Frank that her class is 
reading. 

Besides watching Rihanna, 
Mars Bruno and Miguel music 
videos, Meusa keeps a diary and 
hopes to one day be a veterinar- 
ian.

Ghanaian View Nets 


More Information 

It was gratifying that Christine 
Gyemfi informed readers [in last 
week’s front page article] about 
the 2007 apology made by the 
Ghanaian Chiefs for their role in 
the slave trade; however, several 
points in her article need to be 
clarified. 

According to Dr. S.E. Ander- 
son (The Black Holocaust for 
Beginners), close to 50 million 
Africans were pressed into slav- 
ery and more than half were lost 
during the middle passage. John 
Hope Franklin indicates that as 
many as 14 million Africans actu- 
ally survived enslavement in his 
book From Slavery to Freedom. 
The deaths of Africans captured, 
forced to undertake long marches, 
held in holding pens for over 
six months or more waiting to 
be transported and the misery 
of the middle passage crossings 
are equivalent to the 25 million- 
plus Russians who died in World 
War II. 

President Clinton, I believe, 
apologized to Africans, in Africa, 
for the involvement of the United 
States in the slave trade. There 
has never been an apology by 
any American President for the 
role of the United States in the 
slave trade or for enslavement of 
Africans in America. 

The Civil War between the 
industrial North and the agricul- 
tural South, as are all wars, was 
about economic control. While 
the North won and the 13th, 14th 
and 15th amendments passed, Af- 
rican Americans are still fighting 
against the institutionalized rac- 
ism still prevalent in the United 
States. 

Given the many contributions 
made by African Americans, such 
as Mary Kies, the first woman 
in America to be given a patent 
in 1809 for weaving straw with 
silk; or Dr. Daniel Hale Williams, 


who performed the first open 
heart surgery in 1893; or John 
Love, who invented the portable 
pencil sharpener in 1897; or Gar- 
rett A. Morgan, who invented the 
automated traffic signal in 1923; 
or Lewis Latimer, who invented 
the filament for the light bulb, 
thus saving Edison’s project; or 
Frederick McKinley Jones, who 
invented the portable air condi- 
tioner and later the refrigerated 
truck in 1935; this society should 
have gained an appreciation of 
and respect for the creativity of 
Black Americans. But the above 
information is not in any history 
book in this country.

Balloon Disposal 

Balloons, festive birthday par- 
ty staples, can suffocate or starve 
wildlife long after the party’s 
over. Balloon slivers can clog 
the digestive tract of curious 
animals and their latex may not 
biodegrade for years. Foil he- 
lium balloons often burst in open 
air, scattering near and far and do 
not biograde at all. 

The Marine Conservation So- 
ciety estimates the number of bal- 
loons along shorelines has tripled 
in the past decade. Proper bal- 
loon disposal is done by deflat- 
ing, cutting into small pieces and 
sealing tightly and putting in a 
bag before discarding. Consider 
eco-friendly celebratory gestures 
instead, such as blowing soap 
bubbles or planting trees and 
flowers.

blacks are seen and how blacks 
see themselves. As a part of 
the program, she took youth to 
Broadway plays and concerts 
and brought in guest speakers 
who spoke about creating films 
and gaining jobs in the media 
industry. 

“There are not enough of us 
telling our own stories,” she said. 
Black Aesthetics 

When Erskine-Meusa moved 
to Washington in 2003, she 
brought Black Aesthetics with 
her. As she managed events 
at the Washington Convention 
Center during the day, Erskine- 
Meusa worked with area youth to 
produce the documentary, “Why? 
The Breakdown of Anacostia.” 
She also took classes at Howard

410 and another station closer 
to Rt. 202 in Landover. The 
farthest station from Greenbelt 
is the one north of Greenbelt in 
Beltsville, near Rhode Island Ave. 
and Powder Mill Road. 

The combined equipment 
available at the nine stations 
includes eight ambulances, eight 
fire engines, five ladder trucks, 
one advance life-support (para- 
medic unit) and one heavy res- 
cue squad. Bashoor described 
the nine stations as having call 
responsibilities for Greenbelt. 
He indicated county fire service 
would start with the first re- 
sponsibility station and proceed 
through to number two, three, 
etc. until requirements for the call 
are met in terms of equipment 
and capability. 

Baker’s Response 

In a January 24 letter respond- 
ing to College Park, Berwyn 
Heights and Greenbelt concerns, 
County Executive Rushern Baker 
assured the cities, “The crite- 
ria being used is based on the 
(NFPA) standards concerning 
deployment, population density, 
response times and call volume.” 
He noted the Prince George’s 
County Fire Department also uti- 
lizes data outlined in the Public 
Safety Master Plan produced by 
the Maryland-National Capital 


Park and Planning Commission. 

The county executive also 
advised: “In the coming months 
the Fire Department will be in- 
creasing the career staff work 
force which will allow for some 
strategic increase of station-level 
Staffing at ‘strategic’ locations 
throughout the county.” 

His words were echoed by 
Bashoor when he was briefing 
council, with a caveat that hiring, 
selection and the training required 
to get new career personnel on 
board will take some time. He 
also told council there will be 
additional phases of the Fire 
Department’s reorganization but 
that no additional reductions in 
staffing are contemplated. 

Council Response 

The mayor and councilmem- 
bers expressed appreciation to 
Bashoor for taking time to brief 
them. They noted that volunteer 
companies have provided enor- 
mous, valuable service to Green- 
belt residents over the years but 
that in recent years their ability 
to recruit more young people to 
volunteer service has dwindled. 

Davis said Greenbelt’s com- 
pany is having a difficult time 
training and retaining volun- 
teers. Other councilmembers 
noted there have been cultural or 
societal changes when relying on 
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family members. Following fa- 
thers and grandfathers in manning 
the fire station on a volunteer 
basis is no longer a viable model. 

Bashoor agreed. He noted 
that the County Fire Department 
has a heavy overtime load for 
career staffing that he believes 
cannot continue, even though 
volunteer companies are helping 
to alleviate that overtime burden. 
He also is well aware, he said, 
that volunteer companies are 
incorporated entities owning ap- 
proximately 75 percent of the fire 
apparatus and about 70 percent of 
existing fire stations. 

For the long term, redeploy- 
ment will need to rationalize lo- 
cations of county fire stations, he 
said. He is well aware that the 
origins of many Prince George’s 
County volunteer companies are 
community-based. In his view 
that explains why so many sta- 
tions are close to each other. 

In a growing county, he point- 
ed out, it is difficult to justify 
three fire stations within a quarter 
mile of each other. Noting the 
growth in the southern and east- 
ern parts of the county and the 
expected fire service needs for 
developments like Konterra north 
of Greenbelt, he said there has to 
be a more rational basis for locat- 
ing new stations.

bills for a moratorium pending 
studies rather than another bill 
(HB 337) that would ban fracking 
altogether. The City of College 
Park has supported the ban leg- 
islation but the group Robinson 
spoke for “has a lot of faith in 
American ingenuity” as its writ- 
ten presentation said, and hopes 
technology eventually will pro- 
vide a safe means for obtaining 
natural gas. 

Among the problems with 
fracking outlined by the group 
are the large amounts of water 
required in the process; the es- 
cape of methane gas into the at- 
mosphere, where it can contribute 
to climate change; and damage 
to the infrastructure created by 
the heavy equipment used in the 
fracking process. 

There is big concern as well 
over the disposal of wastewater 
contaminated by toxic chemi- 
cals. Some of the chemicals are 
known carcinogens while others 
are unrevealed and called “trade 
secrets” by energy companies. 

Greenbelt resident Chris Shu- 
man addressed council to encour- 
age them to ensure the maxi- 
mum interaction with surround- 
ing states that are well ahead of 
Maryland in considering hydrau- 
lic fracturing of natural gas. He 
has relatives in Pennsylvania who 
are benefiting from this process. 
He also wanted to make sure we 
are not preventing economic de- 
velopment that is reducing energy 
costs. He specifically wanted to 
preserve horizontal drilling and 
received assurance on this issue 
from Davis. 

Negative Experiences 

Misha Kingsley gave her own 
eyewitness account of her visits 
to places in the Pocono Moun- 
tains where the water in the 
Delaware River had been clear 
enough to see fish and her feet 
when she stood with water shoul- 
der high. Last August on her 
first visit since fracking began, 
she said, she refused to go into 
the water due to its murky nature 
and a sheen on the surface. She 
saw no fish. 

The town she visited, she said, 
has experienced a decline in 
tourism. She said she will not 
go back. She does not want to 
see this happen in Maryland, she 
added. 
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Supporters distributed the above signage at the meeting. 


Council agreed to support the 
bills to extend the moratorium 
on natural gas fracking and to 
support the right for the public 
to know what’s involved and to 
send Greenbelt’s state legislators 
a letter to this effect. 

Other Legislation 

Council unanimously agreed 
to oppose legislation to limit 
the ability of municipalities to 
create different tax rates for 
different classes of real prop- 
erty. The Maryland Municipal 
League Legislative Committee 
also opposes this legislation. 
Councilmembers discussed the 
fact that apartment buildings 
are already charged various fees 
above their property taxes, but 
Council member Emmett Jordan 
noted that nothing would require 
Greenbelt to use different tax 
rates now permitted. 

Delegate Alfred Carr had in- 
troduced legislation last year that 
would permit local governments 
to acquire streetlights through a 
condemnation process. Council 
voted to support this legislation, 
noting that it is enabling legisla- 
tion that council could choose to 
use or not to use. 

A bill to require notice to 
local police departments before 
the State Department of Juvenile 
Services opens a group home 
within the jurisdiction also re- 


ceived council’s unanimous sup- 
port. Councilmember Edward 
Putens promptly spoke in favor 
of supporting this legislation, 
saying that lack of such notice 
has caused many problems in his 
community. 
PSC Reform Bills 

HB 741 would change the 
notification period from 30 cal- 
endar days to 22 business days 
when electric utilities intend a 
rate change and council voted 
unanimously to support it. 

HB 825 would require stream- 
ing of live video and audio of 
Public Service Commission (PSC) 
proceedings. It also garnered 
council’s unanimous support. 

HB 1129 would make consum- 
ers and non-profit groups eligible 
for reimbursement for expenses 
incurred during PSC proceedings. 
Reimbursement would require 
demonstration of financial hard- 
ship and a significant contribution 
to the proceeding. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
noted, however, that language 
in the bill seems to indicate re- 
imbursement expenses would 
eventually be passed along to the 
consumer. With council unclear 
on the issue, Councilmember 
Jordan moved to take no position 
on the bill. After a second, the 
motion passed although Putens 
and Roberts voted against it. 
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$0 drivers can see you! 
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Audience Enjoys New Play at Arts Center

“Superior Donuts,” the cur- 
rent play at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center, serves up edgy racial and 
political commentary, crackling 
dialogue laced with punchy one- 
liners and precise, imaginative 
choreography. Plus, the “won- 
derful and experienced cast” (ac- 
cording to director Erica Drezek’s 
program notes) has great chemis- 
try. The result is a very satisfy- 
ing evening of theater entertain- 
ment. 

In the winter of 2009 in a 
dying donut shop on Chicago’s 
north side, owner Arthur Przy- 
byszewski — the superb Michael 
Galizia — is emotionally para- 
lyzed; he spins his wheels, cater- 
ing to a motley cross section of 
Russian, Polish and Irish Ameri- 
cans cops and criminals. 

But Franco Wicks — the ter- 
rific Clayton Pelham, Jr. — is 
a game changer. Hiring this 
young, imaginative, ambitious 
black street kid unfreezes Arthur 
and forces him to reassess his 
life. 

Despite initial racial friction, 
their dependence on each other 
and their mutual affection deepen. 
They both change but at great 
cost, emotional and otherwise. 
Loan sharks, poetry, violence, the 
Great American novel and the po- 
litical turmoil of the ’60s all play 
a part in that change. 

A sample of their constant, 
savvy dialogue: Franco: “Are you 
racist?” 

Arthur: “I hired you, didn’t 
I?” 

Franco: “Scoot over, Lincoln — 
make room on the penny!” 

Everyone in the production 
clicks. Larry La Rose is excel- 
lent as the laughing loan shark, 
full of fake bonhomie and real 
menace. His steely enforcer Kyle 
McGruther is a great fight cho- 
reographer, assisted by Pelham 
in staging a convincing barroom 
brawl. 

Ann Lowe-Barrett is a gritty 
bag lady who frequents AA meet- 
ings. 

Franco: “How many days have 
you been sober?” 

Lady: “Oh, just today.” 

George Tamerlani is the won- 
derfully obtuse Russian trying to 
buy the donut shop to “upgrade” 
it to a porn parlor. Christopher 
Dinwiddie and Michelle Trout are 
good cops, real mensches — he as 
mentor to Franco, she as love in- 
terest to Arthur. And Jim Adams 
effectively uses his fists and his 
indecipherable guttural accent to 
do the right thing. 

The opening night audience of 
30 laughed loud and often at this 
very superior production. You 
will too — it’s at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center through March 16, 
Fridays and Saturdays at 8 p.m. 
Sunday matinees at 2 p.m. are on 
March 3 and 10.

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Buying, Using Home Fire 
Extinguishers Saves Lives

Fires need three things — heat, 
fuel and oxygen. Take away any 
one of these three things and the 
fire will go out. This is where 
home fire extinguishers come 
into play. 

PASS 

In an emergency it may be 
hard to remember what to do. 
How to use a fire extinguisher 
is easy to remember by using 
the acronym PASS: pull, aim, 
squeeze and sweep. 

Pull the pin, which is the safe- 
ty. This allows the extinguisher 
to discharge. Aim at the base of 
the fire. Aiming at the flames 
makes the extinguishing agent fly 
right through the fire, doing no 
good. Squeeze the top handle. 
Depressing it releases the pressur- 
ized fire-fighting agent. Sweep 
from side to side, from the front 
to the back of the fire, until the 
fire is completely out. 

Begin by using the extin- 
guisher from eight to 12 feet 
away. Then slowly move for- 
ward. Once the fire is out, make 
sure that it does not re-ignite. 

Only use a fire extinguisher 
to try to put out small fires. The 
user must have an exit or means 
of escape at her back. If the fire 
is already spreading, the building 
must be evacuated immediately. 
If possible, close doors and win- 
dows to help slow the spread of 
smoke and fire. If uncomfortable 
in the situation, get out and let 
the fire department handle it. 

The best type of fire extin- 
guisher to get for the home is a 
dry chemical one called an ABC, 
for the fire types. They are red, 
pressurized with nitrogen and put 
out fire by coating the fuel with 
a yellow powder. The powder 
separates the fuel from oxygen in 
the air and leaves a sticky resi- 
due. Nobody should try to fight 
a fire unless they have adequate, 
appropriate equipment.

Fire extinguishers have expira- 
tion dates — beware of obsolete 
equipment and watch for expira- 
tion dates and mandatory testing 
requirements. Most important is 
making sure the fire extinguisher 
gauge stays “in the green” for 
safety’s sake. 

Types of Fires 

Class A fires burn wood, paper, 
cloth, trash, plastics and solids 
that are not metals. The number 
preceding the A multiplied by 1.25 
gives the equivalent extinguish- 
ing capability in gallons of water. 
Class B fires burn flammable liq- 
uids and gasses. The number pre- 
ceding the B indicates the size of 
fire in square feet that an ordinary 
user should be able to extinguish. 
Class C fires involve electrical 
sources. There 1s no number pre- 
ceding the letter C because it only 
indicates that the extinguishing 
agent will not conduct electricity. 
An extinguisher will never have a 
rating of just C. Never use water 
on an electrical fire because this 
can cause electrocution.

As I entered Atlanta Bread 
Company a little before 9 a.m. 
on February 22, I was warmly 
greeted by our District 4 County 
Councilmember Ingrid Turner and 
several staff members. Greenbelt 
Police Chief Jim Craze invited 
me to get a free cup of coffee and 
take a seat at a table. Several 
Greenbelters were already there. 

I had been asked to “cover” 
the event for the News Review 
and didn’t know what to expect, 
but the “chat’n chew” turned out 
to be an informal, neighborly 
gathering, pleasant and informa- 
tive. 

As the nearby tables filled with 
others, including “Kap” Kapistin 
of Beltway Plaza and several of 
the business owners there, Green- 
belt Mayor Judith Davis and 
Councilmember Leta Mach, Turn- 
er started the meeting. Copies 
of District 4’s annual report of 
accomplishments were available, 
but she said the real purpose of 
the gathering was to hear what 
programs residents wanted and 
to talk about what she could ac- 
complish in the next two years of 
her term. 

Turner said the county is 
greatly concerned about the re- 
cent fires and shootings and is 
seeking ways to bolster public 
safety. One help immediately 
available, she said, is that any 
county resident can call their 
fire department to receive a free 
smoke alarm. 

She then asked Craze to ad- 
dress the issue. In caring and 
common-sense language, he talk- 
ed about what the police and the 
public can do to stop the “killing 
of innocents.” He praised two 
TV segments recently shown on 
“Nova” — ’Guns in America” and 
“Mind of a Killer.” 

He said that a common thread 
in many of the killings is “dis- 
turbed young men.” He feels 
that mechanisms are already in 
place for controlling the pur- 
chase of guns, such as ban- 
ning automatic weapons and 
cartridges and universal registra- 
tion of firearms, but that what 
is lacking is the mental health 
aspect. As vice president of 
the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police, Craze said he 
will be in Congress this week to 
participate in discussions about 
these problems. 

County Budget 

Turner then talked about the 
county budget for 2014, due 
March 15 to the council and to 
be finalized by June 1. Some 
of the items included are funds 
for a regional medical center 
in the county, funds to upgrade 
Laurel Hospital and the Bowie 
clinic and funds to restore and 
possibly increase funding for 
transportation. 

On February 26 there was a 
briefing on the budget at Prince 
George’s Community College. 
There is still time for public in- 
put on the budget items, she said. 
Two more opportunities will be 
offered. 

On February 28 there will 
be a meeting at the Sports and 
Learning Center to decide on the 
location of the regional medical 
center. Four sites have been pro- 
posed, one the old Landover Mall 
site, the others near Metro stops 
(none in Greenbelt). 

Mach asked if one could re- 


spond online to that question; 
Turner said she would find out. 

Before opening the discussion 
for questions, Turner, an attorney, 
talked about a booklet she had 
brought with her, “Five Wishes,” 
a planning tool to help people 
decide who should make health 
decisions for them if they were 
unable to do so, and other sorts 
of end-of-life decisions. She said 
she had worked on topics like 
this when she served in the Navy. 

She mentioned that the booklet 
even covered issues of comfort, 
such as whether a person would 
like to have a favorite blanket 
with them or someone to hold 
their hand. Bill Orleans then got 
the biggest laugh of the morn- 
ing when he prefaced a question 
about tax abatements with the re- 
mark, “If I ever get sick, I want 
Ingrid to hold my hand.” 

Red Tape 

Kap Kapastin asked a ques- 
tion: How could his Beltway 
Plaza companies get help with 
the voluminous red tape required 
when applying for permits or 
licenses for their businesses? 
Turner responded by saying she 
will set up a meeting for him 
with the appropriate county coun- 
cil staff member. (I made a note 
that Kap, who said his jurisdic- 
tion extends from Chef’s Secret 
to Wendy’s, said he learned about 
this meeting with Ingrid Turner 
from the Greenbelt News Re- 
view. ) 

John Henry Jones wanted to 
talk about a volunteer program 
he participates in, reading to 
elementary school pupils, which 
is so helpful in educating young 
people. Turner agreed about the 
value of the program, and indeed, 
would soon be leaving herself, 
She said, to read at Greenbelt 
Elementary School. She added 
that nonprofit agencies and pri- 
vate companies provide the books 
and that teachers recommend the 
books to be read, such as poetry 
by Langston Hughes to 6th grad- 
ers, aS recommended by Green- 
belt teacher Beth Novick. 

Lyn Doyle asked, “What is 
the county doing about this gun 
mess?” Turner replied that the 
police are doing their best to get 
guns off the streets, but the most 
important way the county can 
help is through its efforts to 1m- 
prove the economy, so there will 
not be senseless shootings over a 
pair of shoes. Doyle announced 
that an anti-gun rally would be 
held that coming Friday in An- 
napolis. 

FBI Building 

A question was asked about 
“how close” the City of Green- 
belt is to bringing the new FBI 
building here. Turner replied that 
the county officials and business- 
es are all for it and that Senator 
Mikulski and Representatives 
Steny Hoyer and Donna Edwards 
are working on it; Greenbelt is 
“on top now,” she said, but “it 
is a long process.” There are 
“issues” at the Federal level, 
and other jurisdictions are now 
interested. 

Turner then left to keep her 
10 a.m. appointment at Green- 
belt Elementary School to read a 
book on Louis Armstrong to the 
students. But Chief Craze of- 
fered to “stick around” to talk to 
any individuals who might have 
a comment or question for him.
